GHARGE PREFERRED: BY THE,

Mr. G. G..N. Tinson (of Messrs. John- 
son, Stokes and Master) on instructions 
by the Hongkong branch of the Banque 
di hina, yesterday prosecute 
ii for fitteringon October-15th 
at wanho, nine’ forged ‘one pissire 
notes“on~ the ~Banque~de—L'Indo-Chine. 
and 17 similar forged notes on October 
18th.”: The Uefendant -was alsq charged 
with having the notea in his possession 
without lawful ‘authority or excusa.” - 

_ The defendant said ‘he admitted try- 
ing to change the notes on the 1éth but 
denied that he was the mau who changed 
the notes on the 15th. Be ee 2 

Mr. Tinson mentioned that a life 
sentence was the penalty for the prin- 
cipal charge. iThe evidence would show 
that at.11 o.m., on October 15th the de- 
fendant visited the shop of a moucy 
changer in Taihang Street, Saiwanho; 
the Diversion wasiogt but the" assiatant 
accepted ‘nine ono:piastre _ notes, which 
tho defendant desired to change, When 
the master of the shop saw them later 
he decided that they wero bad, , The 
next day the defendant again visited 
the shor and proffered 17 similar notes 
which he wanted to "change into ‘local 
currency, The servant and his master’ 
both said, they were bad and refused .to 
change them.. The defendant, straight- 
way, took the notes to a money changer’s 
on ‘tho opposite corner. of tho side street 
on ‘which th: first money changer’s shop 
abutted. They saw him offer the notes 
again but, this time, the money changer | 
not only refused to change the notes but 
he rétained: them and sent for a con- 
atable who took the defendant in ‘charge. 
The first money changer then joined the 
party, bringing ,with him the forged 
notes his assistant had accepted the ey 
before; these he gave to Inspector
